The uniform rank has come to 
entertain tho visitors, and in doing so 
it In showing how a largo Ixxly of well- 
drilled man can bo mobilized from all 
over fche country ata> the command of 
their superior. 


While tho uniform rank has been 


drilling and marching, the supreme 
lodges of tho order and the Pythian 
sisters have been behind closed doors at- 
tending to the business of the body for 
the whole world. What they have done, 
and what they will do, will be seen 
later better than at present, for this 
mooting will have much to do with the 
future gatherings of tho order in the 
matter ot ritualistic work.

THE FALL R1VKH TRAGEDY. 


New Pacts Which May Shed Some Light 


Upon tne Mystery. 


FALL EivKn, Masa, Aug. 85.—It has 


come to the knowledge of tho public 
hat Bridget Sullivan had long before 
;he tragedy at tho Borden home con- 
fided to intimate froinds certain facts 
which leave little doubt that there had 
wen a constant warfare going on In 
iho Second-street house. Mrs. Borden 
nd her stepdaughters were on any- 
thing but pleasant terms with each 
other, although the former tried in 
ivory way to establish pleasant rela- 
.lons. Lizzie showed more antipathy 
•oward the older woman than did her 
sister. 


It is supposed that at the inquest 


Bridget Sullivan delivered a great deal 
of important information of this char- 
acter and furnished the government 
aroad grounds on which to base the 
theory of a motive. 
Another new 


'caturo of the case is a letter which 
[lizzie wrote to her sister Emma the 
Tuesday before tho murder. The first 
cnowlcdgc of this letter came out at 
lzxio's examination at tho inquest in 


roply to the question: "Had you over 
noted any suspicious persons about the 
louao on the day of tho tragedy?" 
ihe said she had not on that day, but 
had on Monday night before and had 
written an account of the incident to 
icr sister Emma. 


Inquiry developed the fact that on 


Wednesday Emma did get a letter from 
Mzzic In which the latter refers to her 
anxiety over something which hap- 
pened on Monday night When she 
was returning home from a call she 
noticed a man in the back yard, just as 
sho opened tho side gate. He disap- 
peared on discovering her. After on- 
coring tho house Lizzie wrote, she was 
so disturbed over what she had seen 
that she went to one qf the windows In 
hor room commanding the yard and 
watched. 
She saw a man who looked 


like the one sho had seen already, mov- 
ing about, but it was quite dark and 
she couldn't give any description of 
him. 


Emma Harden showed this letter to 


friends in Fairhavcn with whom she 
was visiting when she received It, and 
then destroyed it, she says. It also 
turns out that tho letter which Lleele 
Borden sent to her Marion friends and 
which was received by them on the day 
of the murder, were also destroyed be- 
cause it contained reference to some- 
thing which, in the opinion of the 
young woman to whom it was sent, 
might in the light of subsequent events 
be misconstrued. Some of the specu- 
lating ones aro now wondering If that 
something was not this story of the 
suspicious man whom Lizzie told her 
sister wus about tho Borden house 
Monday right. 


A Bo*us Bank Unearthed. 


NEW YORK, Aug. M.— A bogus bank- 


ing scheme was unearthed by tho po- 
lice yesterday at 10 Wall street, and as 
a result W. H. Roberta, the president; 
Nuill MoCallum, the secretary, and 
Frud Sttrtz were arrested yesterday 
morning and locked up at police head- 
quarters 
It seems that the scheme 


wus to buy goods throughout tho coun- 
try and give the bogus bank as a refer* 
ence.

men and firemen refused to give up any 
help.

THE IRON HALIi 
CASK. 


Judre Taylor Ordere the Reporters to 


Destroy Their Note-Booke and 


Keep Mum. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Iml., Aug. 25.—After 


the receiver of the Iron Hall had qual- 
ified yesterday his attorneys asked the 
court to direct the various branches to 
send in their reserve funds. The court 
was on the point of issuing- this order 
when his attention was called to the 
fact that the reporters were taking 
these things down. Uo stool the re- 
porters up in a line and ordered them 
to destroy their note-books and say 
nothing abont the court's action. Tho 
court then went into private consul- 
tation with the attorneys and presuma- 
bly issued the desired order. 


The Indianapolis News will give a 


full account of the proceedings in spite 
of tho warning of the court that its re- 
porters would be held in contempt It 
Is claimed that the judge's action la il- 
legal, as court records are accessible to 
the public. 


The court Issued three orders, the 


first empowering the receiver to accept 
all mail directed to officers of the order, 
and the second directing the bronchos 
through tho country to assign all funds 
in their possession to the receiver. The 
third, the one of most interest to tho 
members, decreed that all the active 
branches and the members thereof at 
the date of the filing of the complaint, 
July 30, who have paid their assess- 
ments and other liabilities to the su- 
preme sitting, including assesmont num- 
ber 180, or who shall pay these assess- 
ments and other liabilities to their sev- 
eral branches by October 1, 1892; and 
which branches, through their proper 
officers shall fully account for and pay 
over the same to the receiver; and also 
pay over to the receiver all reserve 
funds and accumulations, or in case 
tho reserve funds have been invested, 
then assign the securities to the re- 
ceiver by the 10th of October, shall bo 
entitled to share in the funds now or 
hereafter coming into the hands of the 
receiver for distribution.
